Washington, Dec. 11.—“If they can 
be reahed for criminal libel, I shall 
try to have them reached,” said Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
in

about 
“those Americans who have been guil­ 
ty of Infamous falasehood concerning 
the acquisition of the property and the 
construction of the [Panama] canal 
Itself.” 
It was to the committee of one hun­ 
dred of the Lakes-toKhe-Oulf Deep 
Waterways association, headed by Gov­ 
ernor Deneen of Illinois, who were re­ 
ceived by the president in the east 
room of the White House, that he 
made this declaration. 
Governor De­ 
neen had presented a copy of resolu­ 
tions adopted by the association and 
made a few remarks to which the pres­ 
ident replied as follows: 
“1 have felt. aR the 
well put it, that no 
service could be rendered to this coun­ 
try than the building of the Panama 
canal between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and one thing I am proud of 
in connection with the building of 
that canal is that there has not been 
legitimate cause for the breath of 
scandal connected with any feature 
of the proceeding. We have cause to be

Indianapolis, Dec. 11.—With the def­ 
inite object of dev eloping a process by 
wuich Lieutenant Gov ernor-elect Frank 
J. Hall of Rushv ille may be let down 
gently, the Republican members of 
the state senate held a secret confer 
ence at the state house yesterday af 
ternoon. 
There were no harsh words 
spoken regarding Mr. Hall, 
On the 
co ntrary a disposition was manifested 
in fav or of finding a nice, soft place 
{ for him to light after he recov ers from 
the glories of his inauguration. 
It was decided unanimously by the 
Republican statesmen that Mr. Hall 
may go as far as he likes so long as 
he do esn’t attem pt to block any of 
their plans or to assist his party in 
carrying out schemes that might ben­ 
efit it politically. 
He may occupy the 
high-backed chair behind the lieuten­ 
ant go v erno r’s desk and wield the his­ 
toric gav el, but always with the un­ 
derstanding that the Republicans hav e 
their “eagle eyes’’ upon him and that 
they hav e reserv ed the right to reject 
anything he may suggest.
